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(57) Abstract: A tray (1) having a handle 
portion (20) and a peripheral base (10) sur- 
rounding the handle portion (20) to support 
items placed on the tray (1). The handle por- 
tion (20) protrudes upwardly from the centre 
of the peripheral base (10) and comprises a 
post (20) with a lifting handle (30) on the top 
thereof. A wall (12) extends upwardly from 
the perimeter of the base (10) to help retain 
items placed on the base (10). 
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
